Older structures present 
challenge for firefighters 


'It doesn’t happen 
often, but it happens’ 
says fire chief of blaze 
that started up again 
after firefighers left the 
scene of a house fire

They aren’t words Niagara-on- 
the-Lake Fire Chief Alex Burbidge 
is anxious to say, but the fire that 
destroyed a Line 7 home Sunday 
was in the same area of the house 
as the one firefighters thought they 
had extinguished the day before. 

“It doesn’t happen often, but it 
happens,’’ said Burbidge. 

The Sunday blaze was discov¬ 
ered at about 5:20 a.m. when Wayne 
Mayers took a peek outside at his 
neighbour’s home at 815 Line 7. 

The house had been sealed after 
a fire Saturday afternoon caused an 
estimated $45,000 to the home. 

When Mayers saw flames shoot¬ 
ing 20 feet out of the house, he 
called town firefighters who arrived 
at the scene and found the struc¬ 
ture fully ablaze, with no one 

Burbidge said the homeowner 
was fixing a water leak from a bath¬ 
room pipe when the first fire broke 
out Saturday—while work was 
being done on the pipe, a torch 
caused a fire in the wall. 


The blaze was contained to the 
roof interior, walls and bathroom 
and quickly put out. 

At the scene again on Sunday, 
Burbidge said the home was gut¬ 
ted, with total damage estimated at 
roughly $300,000. There were no 
injuries in either blaze. 

The fire chief is now working 
with the home owners and insur¬ 
ance company, he said. 

Burbidge said firefighters “over¬ 
hauled” the blaze Saturday, and left 
feeling confident the fire was out. 

““We did what we normally do, 
but it started again,” he said. 

The investigation is complete, 
and determined the cause of 
Sunday’s fire to also be accidental, 
with the origin at the same site. 

It was an old house with several 
additions to it, said Burbidge, and 
that can cause difficulties. 

“When you’re dealing with a 
structure like that it has voids and 
hidden areas, and you don’t know 
what’s there, or what to expect. It’s 
not like dealing with a new house 
when you know exactly what you’re 
going to find.” 

The Mayers and family friend 
and neighbour Randy Hipwell said 
the home owners are distraught, 
but are being temporarily housed 
by others. 

“There are lots of friends around, 
it is a very tight community here,” 
said Hipwell.

Disappointment enough to go around 
as trustees ignore wiii of a community 


Deja vu all over again. 

It has been so important, and yet so 
very difficult, to stay optimistic 
through the accommodation review 
process that focused on ways to keep 
Parliament Oak Public School open. It 
has been necessary to believe in the 
process, to accept that closure of the 
school was not a foregone conclusion 
by school board staff and trustees, 
that it hasn’t been just a matter of 
going through the motions. 

We learned a lesson with the review 
process that closed Niagara District 
Secondary School. We learned we 
have no political clout at the school 
board. We learned that the trustees 
aren’t interested in what is best for 
our students or our community, no 
matter how many times they tell us 
they have the best interest of our stu¬ 
dents at heart. 

Achieving success together. The 
sky’s the limit. These are the District 
School Board of Niagara slogans. 
Lofty, motivating goals. But where 
does NOTL fit in to them? What are 
the goals for our students? Certainly 
not to have them educated in their 
own communities. Not to respect the 
wishes of NOTL taxpayers. 

The school board has excess capac¬ 
ity, too many seats, not enough bums. 
They can trot that excuse out and it 
has some truth to it. But they also 
have choices. And choosing to keep a 
school open when it is the only one in 
a community is not impossible, not 
even fiscally irresponsible, and cer¬ 
tainly is better for the kids. 

CARE members supporting 
Parliament Oak have been passionate, 
at times emotional, and certainly 
committed to doing the best for their 


kids. But more important, they were 
right. If ever a group of parents and 
community members could fight the 
system and win, this was it. 

And the fight is not over. 

An undertone through this batde, 
what some parents referred to as the 
elephant in the room, alluded to often 
but never at the heart of the discus¬ 
sion, is the school board’s responsibil¬ 
ity for maintenance of its buildings 
and all the other associated costs of 
operating them, versus the province 
pitching in to build a new school. 
Close an old school (or two as in the 
case of Virgil and Col. John Butler), 
save some money, and build a new 
school with provincial funds. And 
what a bonus for the board when it 
sells the property it no longer needs. 

Conspiracy theorists have said 
that’s the board’s intention with 
Parliament Oak. It’s aging, it will cost 
money to repair (even after more than 
$1.6 million has been spent - up to us 
to decide whether to believe it needs 
more work) and then, when it turns 
out everyone other than board staff 
was right about the growth in enrol¬ 
ment, oops, says staff, and the prov¬ 
ince pays for another bright, shiny 
new school. 

CARE members presented a solid 
case for keeping Parliament Oak open. 
Littie attention was paid, with the 
exception of two trustees. And a grand 
old building, oozing history and com¬ 
munity, will close. 

However, if there is indeed a pro¬ 
vincial review of school closures in 
rural areas coming this summer, and 
at the same time this particular deci¬ 
sion is appealed to the province, could 
there be a reprieve on the horizon? 

It doesn’t hurt to hope.

Most of the public 
buildings in Niagara-on- 


the-Lake have defibrilla¬ 
tors, an easy-to-use device 
that can tell when a heart 
stops beating effectively 
and deliver an electric 
shock to help restart it. 

But a volunteer group 
calling itself the Niagara 
EMS Pedal Angels has 
plans to go considerably 
further in making NOTL a 
safe community. 

The volunteers are 


paramedics who also hap¬ 
pen to be cyclist enthusi¬ 
asts. They take part in 
annual fundraisers such 
at the Toronto Ride for 
Heart, and use the money 
they raise to purchase 
defibrillators they've 
placed around Niagara. 

“In the first couple of 
years, we had 20 team 
members trying to raise 
$1,000 each, which we did 


each year,” says group 
leader Danny Kerr. 

But then they began to 
look at ways to expand 
both their fundraising 
efforts and the Impact 
they make. They came up 
with the concept of a 
heart-safe community, 
and last year directed 
their strategy to the small 
community of Wainfleet, 
blitzing it with defibrilla¬

They want automated 
external defibrillators 
(AEDs) in stores on Queen 

They’d like to see one 
in the Village Green Plaza 
in Virgil—their choice 
would be Silk’s Country 
BCitchen, because the res¬ 
taurant has the longest 
open hours in the plaza, 
Kerr. 

They’re going to 
approach Clare’s Harley 
Davidson on York Rd., 
Niagara College and the 
Royal Niagara Golf Club 
in Glendale, local coffee 
shops, retailers and res¬ 
taurants—any location 
that could be considered 
a gathering place, in every 
corner of NOTL. 

They’re choosing plac¬ 
es that don’t meet govern¬ 
ment criteria for placing 
an AED, but meet their 
criteria—areas of high 
density gathering points 
such as stores, and natu¬ 
ral community gathering 
places such as churches. 

They hope to have 30 to 
40 loci sites for an AED, 
so members of the com¬ 
munity have quick and 
easy access to the device 
in cases of sudden cardiac 
arrest of somebody near¬ 
by. 

They also hope to have 
people at those locations, 
and nearby, trained to use 
the devices, with a goal of 
training 500 people in 

So, for example, if 
someone came into the 
Advance office in the 
Village Green Plaza and 
suffered a heart attack, a 
staff member would know 
that there is a defibrillator 
just a few doors down, at 
Silk’s, and wonld know 
how to nse it, says Kerr. A 
life could be saved. 

But there’s more to the 
concept. It has to do with 
engaging an entire com¬ 
munity, making the 
majority of residents 
aware of defibrillators, the 
role they can play in sav¬ 
ing lives, and the impor¬ 
tance of learning how to 
perform CPR and using 


an AED. 

“We don’t want it to be 
a piece of equipment on 
the wall. It’s about engag¬ 
ing people in the commu¬ 
nity, and educating indi¬ 
viduals tho work in and 
around each location.” 

Fire Chief AlexBurbidge 
has great respect for what 
the Pedal Angels are try¬ 
ing to accomplish, espe¬ 
cially considering the 
heart-safe community 
concept originated with 

“I hope the community 
will rally around them," he 
said, “and 1 hope there 
will be enough merchants 
who will agree to be 
involved, and consider it a 
local charity they can sup¬ 
port. Why shouldn’t we 
look after ourselves and 
our community?” 

The Pedal Angels chose 
Wainfleet first and then 
NOTL because they are 
smaller, rural communi¬ 
ties, where the response 
firom emergency person¬ 
nel might be slower than 
in a large urban area, says 
Kerr, and because blan¬ 
keting a small municipal¬ 
ity would have more of an 
impact. 

“We’re focusing on one 
community at a time, and 
we felt the concept of 
awareness can be much 
more successful in a 
smaller community.” 

They are hoping that 
those businesses who do 
agree to host an AED will 
also assist to some degree 
in the fundraising, he said. 
Staff conld agree to per¬ 
sonal donations to be 
matched by the business 
owner. The advantage for 
all involved is that they 
become knowiedgeable 
about how to safe a life, 
even if the emergency 
arises at home, far firom a 
defibrillator, says Kerr. 
And if you’ve helped to 
pay for a defibrillator,

Thegoalofthe exchange 
program, she explains, is 
for teens to experience 
different cultures, and to

“Promoting cultural 
understanding, learning 
we are all different in some 
ways but in other ways all 
the same, will ultimately 
lead to world peace.” 

Teens who participate 
can also expect to form 
international friendships 
and act as ambassadors 
for their country.
